RESINA, Italy, June 27.—Vesu- 
vius was in eruption today. Since

DR. MANNING GETS 
NARCOTIC LAW 


65-Year-Old Physician Un- 
able to Furnish Appeal 
Bond of $10,000 in U. S. 
Court. 


THREE PREVIOUS 
CONVICTIONS FAILED 


His “‘Reduction Cure”’ as 


Judge Faris Passes Sen- 
tence. 


Dr. Thomas S. Manning, who 
| was convicted by a jury last week 
|Of issuing prescriptions in violation 
of the Harrison antinarcotics act, 
was sentenced to 10 years in the 
penitentiary by Federal Judge Da- 
vis today. 

His attorney announced an ap- 
peal would be taken and bond was 
set at $10,000, which the 65-year- 
‘old physician could not furnish to- 
day. Under a previous conviction 
he served a year in Leavenworth 
prison in default of bond before 


‘the appellate court reversed the 


conviction. 

Judge Davis asked the physiclan 
if he had anything to say and Dr. 
Manning plunged into a brief de- 
fense of his so-called “reduction 
cure” for drug addicts, which other 
physicians had dismissed as inef- 
fectual during his trial. 

“If doctors like myself had not 
been hampered by the Harrison 
act,” he declared, “there would not 
be today 15 times as many druz 
addicts as there were when the act 
went into effect and the medica] 
fraternity all over the United States 
would be using my cure.” 

Judge Davis sentenced him to 
five years each on eight counts or 
the indictment, to run concurrent- 
ly, and five years each on 21 
counts, to run concurrently, max- 
ing a total of 10 years. 

During the trial, the Government 
showed that Dr. Manning issued 
3000 prescriptions for a total of 
70,000 grains of narcotics, during 
the summer of 1927, following his 
release from prison. A long pro- 
cession of addicts testified they 
paid him $2 each for prescrip- 
tions. His defense was that he 
prescribed drugs either in connec- 
tion with a “reduction cure,” or to 
sustain his patients until such time 
as they could afford to pay for 
his cure. 

On three previous occasions, he 
was sentenced to prison but each 
time the sentence was reversed on 
technicalities when appealed.

HOUSTON, Tex., June 27.—The 
nomination of Alfred E. Smith, 
probably on the first ballot, be- 


came assured today when the Ohio 
delegation to the Democratic N2- 
tional Convention arranged to 
swing most of its 48 votes to the 
New York Governor. 

Coincident with the decision of 
the Buckeye State delegates to 
shift to Smith, the Oklahoma dele- 
i palion decided in caucus to cast its 
20 votes on the first ballot for Reed 
of Missouri. The delegation is 
bound by the unit rule. 

Nominating speeches are expect- 
ed to be made at tonight’s session. 
Balloting on the candidates will 
come after the adoption of the 
platform. 

In figuring that they had the 
votes to go over on the first ballot 
the Smith leaders said they did not 
need Oklahoma’s 20, if the Ohio 
delegates switched. The Ohioans at 
their caucus decided to vote for 
Atlee Pomerene, their favorite son, 
on the first ballot, but authorized 
their chairman, Claud Meeker of 
Columbus, to shift the votes of 
those who are for Smith at any 
time thereafter he sees fit. 

44 Ohioans Are for Smith. 

Meeker indicated that if the Ohio 
votes would put the New York 
Governor over on the first ballot, 
they would be found in the Smith 
column before announcement of the 
roll call. Forty-four of the 48 
Ohioans are listed as pro-Smith. 

Prior to today’s caucus, both 
the Reed and Smith factions had 
been claiming the Oklahoma dele- 
gation. Reed’s men gained con- 
trol on the fourth ballot when his 
forces mustered 10% votes as 
against 9% for Smith. It was de- 
cided that another caucus would 
be called. in the convention hall 
to determine for whom the Ok- 
lahoma delegation would vote on 
the second ballot. 

Cordell Hull of Tennessee, who 
had been given seven votes on the 
second ballot in the caucus, 
dropped from the running on the 
third ballot and Reed on the 
fourth gathered three of the 4% 
votes Hull had received on the 
third poll. 

The 17 votes of Arkansas were 
put in the Smith column last night 
after the delegation had caucused. 

The action of the Ohio delega- 
tion came at a time when the 
pledged first ballot strength of 
Smith totaled 705 1-3, or just 28 
votes short of the two-thirds re- 
quired for nomination. Even op- 
ponents of the New York Gov- 
ernor conceded that Ohio could 
furnish the additional votes need- 
ed by him. 

Impossible to Stop Smith. 

There was a tendency on the 
part of some of Smith's foes, how- 
ever, to predict that the effect of 
the decision of the Oklahoma dele- 
gates to support Reed would be to 
stiffen the opposition to the New 
Yorker and perhaps result in the 
holding away from him of enough 
votes to block his nomination on 
the first ballot. At the same time 
they realized the determination of 
the Ohio delegation to go to Smith 
without delay made it virtuaify 
impossible to stop him. 

Donald Muir, chairman of the 
Kansas delegation, today said that 
Congressman Ayres’ name ,-obably 
would not be placed in formal 
nomination, although it had been 
decided in caucus to have his name 
presented and to give him the dele- 
gation’s solid support as a favorite 
son, on the first ballot. Muir pre- 


yotes would go to Smith.

The clamor increased. Men carry- 
ing the placards of other states 
swung into the rollicking Hne.

Was clearly a Smith demonstration.

But the response to Robinson's 
appeal was not to be unanimous. 
Somebody tried to drag the North 
Carolina standard into line, and 
immediately there wag a smail- .

The session was supposed to start 
at noon but it was not till 12°45 
that Temporary Chairman, Bowers 
called it to order. | 
Senator Robinson’s Speech. 

After the opening formalities 
came the address of the perma- 
nent chairman, Senator Robinson. 
It was a compact, forceful speech, 
filled with excellent ammuniftton 
for the campaign orators who will 
take the stump for Smith. 

The harmony note ran through it 
all. Nowhere in it was there com- 
fort for those who are trying to 
stem the Smith tide. In the -ap- 
proval of the foreign policies of 
President Wilson there was, in- 
deed, the opposite of comfort for 
the Reed followers. 

Robinson pleaded for “the excr- 
cise of sound judgment and com- 
mon sense in the nomination of 
candidates.” 

This, he said, together with “the 
demonstration of fidelity to recog- 
nized party principals,” was the 
road to be followed if the party 
was to harmonize its differences— 
the road that must be followed if 
it was to win the election. 

Without naming Hoover, he 
struck at the Republican nominee 
in this sentence: “When this con- 
vention hag nominated its candi- 
date there will be no doubt of his 
eligibility to serve under the con- 
stitution of the United States.” 

That was a reference to the at- 
tack which ‘has been made on 
Hoover's eligibility because of his 
long residence abroad. 

The crowd caught the allusion 
and applauded. There were cheers 
for the speaker’s declaration that 
the Democratic party was the 
champion of personal liberty and 
the opponent of centralization of 
government, and cheers again for 
his eulogy of Wilson as an expo- 
nent of the ideals of justice and 
equality. 

In passages along the same lines, 
as Claude Bowers’ stinging speech 
last night, Robinson attacked the 
administration of Harding and 
Coolidge as “indefensible from any 
standpoint” and.asked the voters 
to compare the record of “crime 
and fraud” with the eight-year rec- 
ord of Woodrow Wilson. Lashing 
the Republicans for the raising of 
“false issues” he declared that the 
boasted prosperity under Coolidge 
was & sham. He gave figures on 
the number of bank and commer- 
clal failures in the last few years. 
Agricultural, he said, had steadily 
declined since the Wilson admin- 
istrations. 


Ways to Help Farmer. 


Robinson named three ways by 
which the economic parity of ag- 
riculture with other industries 
might be promoted—by tarif¢ re- 
vision, by export debentures or by 
the Adoption of the principles of 
the McNary-Haugen bill. He said 
that the farmers of the Middle 
West were opposed to Hoover be- 
cause of his leadership against the 
McoNary-Haugen bill. 

Robinson scored the “bombastic 
boasts” of the chairman of the 
convention at Kansas City and “the 
stupefying verlosity and reckless 
perversions of the Aepublican plat- 
foftm.” 

He asserted that the “puerile” 
foreign policy under Harding and 
Coolidge had made our Govern- 
ment unpopular abroad and caused 
the American flag to be regarded 
“with suspicion and contempt.” 

But the most significant words 
of' the chairman, aside from his 
appeal for religious tolerance, were 
those relating to. prohibition. 

Here again he spoke for har- 
mony. He reminded the wets that 
“prohibition has not heretofere 
been made a partisan issue” and 
the drys that “the Democratic par- 
ty is not a prohibition party.” He 
said flatly there should be no wet 
Plank in the platform and he 
warned the drys by indirection 
that they should not go too far 
in their demands.

Negro Singers Entcrtain Crowd Be- 
fore Convening Hour. 
By the Associated Press. 

Nearly an hour before the time 
set for convening the morning ses- 
sion, another touch of the revival 
spirit was given the assembling 
convention by a very dusky chorus 
of jubilee singers, who took the 
platform 100 strong and poured out 
such old plantation spirituals as 
“De Heat Ob De Day,” “Jes’ Like 
John” and a dozen others. Their 
massed voices filled the huge hall, 
drowning the hum of the big ven- 
tilating fans overhead which 
worked vainly, even in the almost 
empty hall, to churn the hot, gum- 
my air into a semblance of iife. 

When the Negro singers had been 
at it for a half hour they filed off 
the stage, now filling with distin- 
guished guests allotted seats there, 
and left the convention bands to 
carry on. They did so noisily, be- 
ginning with “How Dry I Am,” 
while the crowd laughed and ap- 
plauded. 

Arriving at the hall just before 
the convening hour, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, floor marshal for the 
Smith forces, sald he understood 
definitely that the nominating 
speeches would be made at to- 
night’s session. Roosevelt wili 
nominate Smith, as he did four 
years ago in Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

The delegates grew impatient, 
and there were cries of “Let's go” 
as the platform huddle continued. 
The leaders were talking over pro- 
cedure for the day and night ses- 
sions. 

The convention bands kept up a 
rollicking effort to entertain the 
crowd, but their music was almost 
lost in the noise on the convention 
floor itself. The Iowa delegation 
stood up and sang the song about 
“There Where the Tall Corn 
Grows,” and other delegations ap- 
plauded them. Everybody seemed 
good-natured, despite the delay. 

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson was in her 
place on the platform to the right 
rear of the chairman, and Mrs..Al- 
fred E. Smith had long since ar- 
rived in her special box on the left. 

Called to Order Late. 

It was 11:44, or 44 minutes after 
the time set, when Chairman 
Bowers came to the front of the 
speaker’s runway and hammered 
for order. The hall was in such 
confusion that it took several min- 
utes for the delegates to sort 
themselves out from the hundred 
groups conferring in the aisles and 
find their own seats, 

The opening prayer was offered

* After a few announcements by 
the conventidn clerk, J. Bruce 
Kremer of Montana, chairman of 
the Credentials Committee, pre- 
sented his committee’s report, in- 
cluding the recommendation that 
the Smith-Ewing slate of delegates 
from Louisiana be seated. 

Missourian’s Minority Report. 
.» When the committee chairman 
Moved adoption of the. report, 


Colonel Carl L. Ristine, Missouri's 
} Member of the committee. took the 


floor to present a minority report. 
ut he announced that he merely 


wanted to “go on record” and 
would not ask that his report be 
either debated or voted upon, Ria- 
tine then merely read the minority 
report, declaring that the Ewing 
Louisiana delegates had been se- 
lected “contrary to law” inasmuch 
as the State Central Committee 
had “either refused or declined” 
to call a local convention, but had 
chosen the delegates itself. 

As soon as Ristine had finished 
reading the minority report, which 
bore only his own signature, the 
convention voted it down in chorus 
and thus the Smith delegations 
from Louisiana and the District of 
Columbia and the Panama Canal 
Zone were seated without even a 
roll call. | 

W. W. Durbin of Ohio, chairman 
of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization, presented his report 
recommending that Senator Robin- 
son be made the permanent chair- 
man and it went through amid a 
bustling ovation for Robinson. 


The Arkansas Senator was es-: 


corted to the platform amid 2 
thunder of applause. He was 
dressed in cool-looking linen with 
a flower in his buttonhole ana 
spoke slowly and clearly. Robin- 
son’s big. deep voice carried well 
through the loud-speakers and the 
huge audience hailed every politi- 
cal quip and shot at the Repub- 
lican party with glee as he wet 
along. 

The speaker’s prohibition refer-

Parade of the States. 

A parade of the states was or- 
ganized almost immediately, and a 
passerby got into trouble with the 
police when he tried to pick up the 
standard of the anti-Smith North 
Carolina delegation and take it 
along into the whirling streams of 
humanity. 

Two policemen helped the Nerth 
Carolina delegates to hold their 
Standard in place, but the scrap 
over it became so intense that the 
standard was broken in two and 
the police officers used their black- 
jacks, although there apparently 
were no injuries. A lesser fight 
broke out around the standard of 
anti-Smith Georgia. 

Then as the Smith legions con- 
tinued their ‘noisy parade around 
the hall a battle also broke. out 
around the Alabama standard. 
Someone had gone back and 
bfought up the North Carolina 
standard from the alternate section 
in the rear of the hall. and it was 
raised by W. O. Saunders of 
Elizabeth City, high above the 
speakers’ platform itself in full 
view of the parading delegates. 

The state standards were crowd- 
ed forward to the platform front, 
where Robinson stood sazing down 
a the uproar his words had start- 
ed.

A moment later the chairman of 
the Utah delegation began a speech 
in presenting Robinson with a 
copper and gold gavel of authority. 
It was a husky looking implement, 
but seemed small in the big hand 
of the Arkansas Senator as he ac- 
cepted it. The Pennsylvania dele- 
gation followed with presentation 
of a gavel carved from anthracite 
It was a gleaming black 
weapon of law and order, but 
Robinson looked a little doubtful 
that it would stand the strain of 
a real crisis. He continued to use 
the big mallet, with which he start- 
ed out. 

Routine adoption of the report 
of the committee on rules and or- 
der of business followed.

| Turns Charges of ‘‘Steam-

HOUSTON, Tex., June 27.—The 
Democratic Convention Committee

With the Mayor's 
consent, his resolution was altered 
to bring. out the five-minute 
speeches of nomination seconders 
only on the gall’ of the rell of 
states. 

The debate developed heat 
early, Judge Morris demanding 
that the “platform issue be dis- 
posed of first as the real issue of 
the convention and the presiden- 
tial candidates presented later.” 


Warning From North Carolina. 


R. O. Everett of North Carolina, 
chosen as secretary of the com- 
mittee sounded a note of warning 
of coming strife on the cunv:.*ion 
floor as he addressed himself to 
“the Smith people.” He said: “The 
only possible basis upxa which 
you and we of the South can get 
together is for you to name the 
candidate and for us to write his 
Platform.

TROUP JURY BEGINS 
TS DELIBERATION 
INKIONAPING TRIAL 


Man Accused of Abducting 
Negro Witness Says He 
Was Riding With Girl at 
the Time. 


A jury in Circuit Judge Rut- 
ledge’s Court retired at 3:15 p. m. 
today to deliberate on its verdict 
in the trial of Joseph Troup for the 
kidnaping last April 16 of Odell 
Slattery, 18-year-old Negro witness 
for the State in a robbery case. 
Troup, testifying in his own behalf 
this morning, defended himself 
with the alibi that he was riding 
with a girl in St. Louis County at 
the time the State alleges he and 
another man kidnaped Slattery 
from near the city jail. 

The next day Slattery was found 
murdered in St. Louis County. He 
was to have testified that day 
against Joseph Buschman, a pris- 
oner in the jail and associate of 
Troup, the state charges. 

Troup denied he participated in 
the kidnaping of Slattery, as Rob- 
ert E, Cunningham, cellmate of 
Buschman when Slattery was done 
away with, testified for the State. 

Denies He Knew Passafiume. 

Prior to his arrest as a suspect 
in the kidnaping, Troup testified, 
he did not know Joseph Passa- 
fiume, who was indicted jointly 
with Buschman and Troup for kid- 
naping and murder on strength of 
Cunningham’s story that Busch- 
man directed from his cell in jail 
the kidnaping of the Negro wit- 
ness by the two others. 

The blond young defendant, who 
said he was a chaffeur, repeated 
th. story told in his behalf by Miss 
Nell Haley, 5707 Julian avenue, 
that he hailed her on the street 
about 4 p. m. April 16, and was 
riding with her until 5:30 p. m. The 
time of the kidnaping was fixed by 
Cunningham at about 4:30 p. m. 

Troup asserted he mistook Miss 
Haley, who was on her way home 
from business college, for an ac- 
quaintance. When he discovered 
his mistake, he apologized, he said, 
then suggested they go for a ride 
and she accepted. 

Testimony in Case Eends. 

Testimony was ended shortly 
after noon, after several State's 
witnesses had been called in rebut- 
tal of the defense contention that 
Buschman could not have signaled 
from the jail in the manner de- 
tailed by Cunningham. A jail] guard 
Said it was possible for Buschman 
to have lowered a window outside 
his cell to open a way for signals 
to men on the sidewalk. Slattery, 
according to, Cunningham, was 
kidnaped a few minutes after he 
left the House of Detention, south 
of the jail, where he was sheltered 
for protection of his life. 

Judge Rutledge, in bricf in- 
struction, informed the jury that 
in the event of conviction it could 
fix the penalty at from two to 19 
years in the penitentiary. 

Troup, the first of the three men 
to be placed on trial, is being tried 
only on the kidnaping charge be- 
cause the State is unable to prove 
Slattery was murdered in the city. 
Buschman is under sentence of life 
imprisonment as a habitual crim- 
inal for the robbery in which Slat- 
tery was to have testified against 
him. Therefore, the State is not 


The robbery was the $375 holdup 
of the William G. Nicklin Tannery, 
409 South Second street, last Aug. 
3. Troup was identified as one of 
the robbers by John Berne, who 
employed Slattery as “pony boy” in 
his blacksmith shop in rear of the 
tannery.

AGAINST MISSING 
REAL ESTATE MAN 


Former Drug Clerk of New 
York, WhoRose to Wealth 


in Spectacular Style, 
Sought on $3600 Warrant

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 27.—Julius 
Belfort, 46 years old, president of 
Belmuth, Inc., a real estate financ- 
ing and investment company is be- 
ing sought by Jamaica detectives 
on a warrant issued Monday by 
Magistrate Doyle charging gran: 
larceny. 

While the warrant, sworn out by 
Adolf Fuecht, a butcher, of Brook- 
lyn, mentions the sum of $3600, it 
is known that many other inves- 
tors, with claims amounting to 
nearly $500,000 have reported their 


cases to the office of District At- 
torney Newcombe of Queens. One 
investor, a wealthy retired butter 
and ege merchant, is known to 
have invested $112,000. Other 
claims, aggregating more than 
$80,000 have been placed in the 
hands of Herman Goldberg, attor- 
ney, who also represents Fuecht. 

Goldberg told Magistrate Doyle, 
that Fuecht gave Belfort the 
money Oct. 10, 1926, for invest- 
ment in a first deed of trust. Bel- 
fort gave him a bond and told him 
the property on which he held the 
mortgage was located on Van 
Wyck boulevard. Recently Fuecht 
became suspicious and learned the 
property was recorded in the name 
of Rachel Meyer and others. 
Consternation Over Disappearance. 

Belfort’s disappearance caused 
much consternation in social, civic, 
philanthropic and financial circles 
in Jamaica. He was regarded ane 
of the largest real estate operators 
in Jamaica. His home there was 
a show place, with elaborate fur- 
nishings, Turkish bath and a $10,- 
000 swimming pool. He was vice 
president of the Jamaica Kiwanis 
Club, and had been highly com- 
mended for his generous gifts to 
public enterprises. 

Then there was his country 
home, on the grounds of the old 
Philips mansion at East 
L. IL. on which he spent consid- 
erable sums for landscaping and 
remodeling. The house is said ito 
have 18 rooms and 15 baths, and 
it was hither that the Negro chauf- 
feur, .. swank livery, would take 
many guests on week-ends. 

In fact, as Belfort had said on 
many occasions, “Spending money 
was his hobby.” 

Ten years ago he was a clerk in 
a drug store at a moderate salary. 
Then he opened a modest real 
estate office in the back of a bar- 
ber shop. His rise after that was 
spectacular.

BIG TIM MURPH 
SHOT AND KILLED 
INFRONT OF HOME 


Ex-Convict Called Out of 
House and Slain by Fusil- 
lade From Auto.

CHICAGO, June 27.—*"Biz Tim’’ | 


Murphy, newsboy, labor leader, 
State legislator, convict and racket- 
eer, shot to death with pistols by 
assassins at his $35,000 bungalow 


On North Side last night, the police 


decided today was the victim of a 
vice war. 

Murphy. the police believe, was 
killed by the same band which a 
few hours later shot and killed 
Nick Manos, clerk in a.small South 
Side hotel, who, the authorities 
think, was .mistaken for Charley 
“Monkey Face” Genker, owner of 
the hotel, declared by the police to 
be an independent vice resort own- 
er. Manos was killed after quar- 


reling with a man who _ accosted 
him on the street. 

Murphy, with his brother-in-law, 
Harry Diggs, was sitting in the 
basement of Murphy's paiatial 
home listening to the broadcasting 
of the Democratic Nationa] Con- 
vention, when the front door bell 


rang. Murphy, trained in caution, 


did not answer it. Instead, he and 


Diggs slipped out a side door and 


walked around to the front lawn 
to see who was there. 
Murphy Shot Down. 

No one was in sight. Murphy 
moved across the lawn toward the 
street. Then they saw the sedan, 
almost in front of the house. Be- 
fore either could retreat a fusillade 
began. More than 30 shots were 
fired. “Big Tim” fell to the ground. 
mortally wounded. Diggs, a Worid 
War veteran, dropped to the grass 
with the first few shots and was 
uninjured. 

In the short moments that 
passed between the time that “Big 
Tim” fell and died, he tried des- 
perately to say something to his 
brother-in-law. Whatever he hoped 
to say was choked back by death. 

Murphy, it was learned, had 
planned to purchase a country 
home at Woodstock, and was to 
have concluded the deal today. Po- 
lice said that there were many rea- 
sons why various persons might 
have wanted to kill Murphy, but 
added that the assdssins wére not 
gangsters of the accepted type. 
Real gang killers, Michael Grady, 
Chief of Detectives, said, would 
have worked with a machine gun 
and would have taken no chance 
of missiing. 

' Marked for Death, Police Say. 


The police today formed the the- 
ory that the veteran vice gangs, 
fearing increasing powers of inde- 
pendent operators, marked some of 
the more powerful for death. In- 
cluded in their list, the police said, 
was Murphy, who, it was feared, 
intended to form an alliance with 
“Mike de Pike” Heitler, and Gen- 
ker, operating independently. Gen- 
ker was arrested for questioning, 
and search was started for Heitler. 

The two killings resulted indi- 
rectly in the wounding of a police- 
man who was shot today as he 
chased an automobile thought to 
be the slayers’ car. A detective 
squad also fired on another car 
thought to have been the killers’ 
car and the fire was returned, but 
in each case the suspects escaped. 


Served Two Years in Prison. 

Two years ago Murphy stepped 
Leavenworth Penitentiary 
after serving a sentence for com- 
plicity in the daring 
Street Station robbery of 1922. At 
that time several men were play- 
ing ball on a vacant lot near the 
station at noon. When a mail 
truck carrying $125,000 drove up, 
the men drew revolvers, took the 
money and escaped in automobiles. 
The Government charged Murphy 


this most daring of daylight rob- 
beries in Chicago. 

Racketeer, mail robber, gambler 
—Murphy’s name frequently was 
whispered in connection with po- 
lice mysteries. When “Mossy” En- 
right, who had been prospering 
in fields which had been Murphy's 
own, was shot dead at his home 
in 1920, Murphy was arrested. But

with it. 

it was following his release in 
this case that Murphy far the first 
time appeared in public with the 
bodyguard «hich designates the 
raarked man in Chicago's under- 
world. He was never one to carry 
a pistol. He had no weapon when 
he was shot down last night. 

Fifteen years ago the word went 
around that Murphy, who had risen 
to power as president of the Gas 
Workers’ Union, had been marked 
for death. Yet Murphy lived to 
read of the killing of many gang- 
sters. racketeers, feudists 
slayers. 

Started Early as “Racketeer.” 

Timothy D. Murphy (though no 
one ever spoke of him except as 
Tim, or Big Tim) was a product 
of “Back of the Yards.”

ROBERT B. MANTELL DIES 
AFTER 52 YEARS ON STAGE

Shaksperean Actor and Producer, 74, Had 
Been Ill Two Months at Home in | 
New Jersey. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., 
June 27.—Robert” Bruce Manteil, 
Shakspearean actor and producer, 


died at his home here today after 
an illness of two months. He was 
74 years old. 

The tragedian, who had suffered 
a breakdown six weeks ago when 
on tour, died at his estate, 
Brucewood. At his bedside when 
th. end came were his wife 
and son and the family physician, 
who had been in constant attend- 
ance for the last week, when the 
patient showed signs of sinking. 

For many years Mantell toured 
the country in classic repertoire at 
popular prices. 

Mr. Mantell evinced a love for 
the stage when he reached his 
teens. His parents wished him to 
study law, but books held no at- 
traction for the romantic youth, 
and at the age of 14 he -was ap- 
prenticed to a wine merchant near 
his home at Ayrshire, Scotland. 
Remaining in this position for five 
years, he embraced every oOppor- 
tunity to appear in amateur the- 
atricals, even against the wishes 
of his parents. | 

In 1874 he. left home, wandered 
about the British isles for a time, 
and finally landed in Boston, Mass.

Con- 
tinuing through the provinces, he 
supported such actors as Charles 
Matthews, Barry Sullivan and Dion 
Boucicault,. and made his second 
trip to the United States and his 
first appearance on the American 
stage in 1878 at Albany, N. Y., in 
“Romeo and Juliet,” with Mme. 
Modjeska. 


His first tour of the United 
States was made in 1882, when he 
began at the Grand Opera House, 
New York, as Sir Clement Hunt- 
ingford in.“The World" and sub- 
sequently appeared in this. “The 
Romany Rye” and other produc- 
tions from coast to coast. Shak- 
spearean plays in which he ap- 
peared included “Othello,” “Rich- 
ard Ill,” “King Lear.” “The Mer- 
chant of Venice” and “Macbeth.” 

Mr. Mantell was born Feb. 7, 
1854, at Irvine, Scotland. the son of 
James and Elizabeth (Bruce) Man- 
tell. 

Mr. Mantell was married three 
times. His first wife was Charlotte 
Behrens, who died in 1898; his sec. 
ond, Marie Booth Russell, who 
died in 1911, and this third Gene- 
vieve Hamper, who survives him. 
He had two sons and a daughter.

name and underworld power being 
held forth as a threat that the 
other side had betier behave. 

Police think “Big Tim” sought 
to force his way into control of the 
cleaning-dyeing racket and for tre 
first time found a “business” in 
which his methods did ot work. 
Police heard that Murphy went to 
the South Side several weeks ago 
for a conference with Capone, de- 
spite a threat that if he ever ap- 
peared outh of the loop district he 
would be slain. 

Since his release from Leaven- 
worth he has been arrested once— 
Dec. 20, 1927, during a police 
roundup of known gangsters. Mur- 
phy, who was released after a few 
hours, protested, telling police he 
never carried a weapon. 

When raiders demolished an 
elaborately equipped gambling 
house on the far north side several 
months ago. “Big Tim” was named 
as part ewner of it. his partner 
being Nicky Arnstein of New York.

SAYS GRAFTERS KEEP 
VETERANS OUT OF JOBS 


Amefican Legion Leader Urges 
Employment Fund for Ex- 
Service Men. 


By the Associated ‘Press. 

DENVER, June 37.-——Recom- 
mendation that the disabled Amer- 
ican veterans seek enactment ef 
laws providing additional funds for 
the Veterans’ Bureay to be expend- 
ed in helping disabled ex-soldiers 
find employment was made yester- 
day te the annual conventien of 
the erganization by Thomas Kirby, 
national legislative chairman. He 
also recommended that the laws 
make it necessary for civil service 
efficiale te give ex-service men a 
hearing before refusing them ap- 
pointments. 

Kirby's recommendations were 
heard by the convention where ap- 
proximately 1500 men, wounded 
during the war, are assembied, 
after Ralph T. O'Neal, national 
vice commander of the American 
Legion, charged that “many of 
them would be employed but for 
the fact that political grafters are 
helding down many of the Gov- 
ernment jobs.” 

O'Neal aleo assailed pacifists and 
communists who, he said, would 
lead the nation to destruction if 
they had their way. 

“The American Legion is work- 
ing to prevent future wars,” O’Nea! 
aaid, “but in the course of that 
work we have come in contact 
with a group of people known as 
pacifists, who tel] yeu that the way 
to end war is to throw away your 
arms and dismantle your navies.” 

O’Neal pledged the American 
Legion te work with the disabled 
veterans to obtain justice. 

Recommendations made to the 
eonvention by Kirby included, 
Completion ef the hospital ¢on- 
struction program of the Veterans’ 
Bureau, for whieh $15,000,000 was 
voted at the last session of Con- 
gress, 

Personal inspection of Veterans’ 
Btreau hospitals by the House 
Veterans’ Committee. 

Kirby also proposed that dis- 
abled veterans, eligible for geivil 
service positions, be furnished with 
written explanations why they are 
“skipped” in making appointments, 
and that the positions be held epen 
until the veterdns have an oppor- 
tunity to answer the eee 


provided for the Veterans’ Bureau 
to maintain a suitable system to as- 
gist disabled veterans to obtain em- 
ployment.

Mayerhofer had beer 
charged with being an accomplice 
of what the authorities describe:1 
a Communist plot against Hungary. 
bu the three.were tried only 02 
the technical passport charge. 
The two months which the pris- 
oners spent in custody. awaiting 
trial are to be taken into account 
cn the sentences. This would mean 
that Miss Greur will be liberated 
at once. Kun would serve 30 days 
in jail, and at the end of that tims 
he is to be deported to Russia. 
Bela Kun’s case developed a 
Cabinet crisis because Minister of 
Justice Dinghofer refused to extra- 
dite Bela Kun to Hungary. 8s

Bela Kun made a bold fight to 
save himself from further impr's- 
onment. Nearly nine hours, In im- 
perfect but forcible German, re 
argued with and. shouted at the 
lawyers and judges. He maintained 
his communist activities were not 
secret and criminal, but pure po- 
bitical, 

The fiery agitator accused «he 
judges of bullying him and of re-* 
stricting his liberty of speech. He 
insisted that many documents put 
in evidence against him were 
forged by Hungarian police or by 
the Austrian attorney-général. He 
ignored every warning from the 
bench against his intemperate lan - 
guage and turned his biting sar- 
casm on the entire governmental 
system of Austria and Hungary. 

The case has aroused bitter de- 
bate and comment in all cirelés. 
Communists have denounced the 
Government for arresting Kun «at 
all. Conservatives have been equal- 
ly vehement in their condemna- 
tion of the Cabinet course in re- 
fusing to send him to Hungary to 
be tried on charges of murder.

There his 
embattled enemies, obsessed by a formula 
of degenerate Republicanism and sanctified 
(some of them) in the doctrine that the 
eighteenth amendment ts as sacred as the 
wine of Cana, as inviolable as the Laws of 
Moses and the Medes and Persians, are fran- 
tically making noises in a last-ditch stand 
to prevent his nomination.

But the Smith state- 
ment adds fuel to their flames—makes the 
shouting louder—prods the fanatic “drys” 
where they are sore a@nd reanimates their 
virtuous resciution to whoop and do and 
maybe die for the most noble cause of pro- 
hibition, _In the face of such a rumpus 
Gov. Smith might well have remained silent. 
Better than average men would have re- 
mairred silent. For it would. have been the 
part of expediency to remain silent, and no 
one would. have severely criticised him had 
he done so. 

But one of the most remarkable charac- 
teristics of Gov. Smith is his capacity to 
rise above the leve! of the politician and 
do the thing which ts not expedient.

Should it pass Congress, he would veto it, 
for his opposition to Federal prohibition 
proves his resolute loyalty to the Democratic 
principle of state rights, 

Southern Democrats ought to consider 
well, before they oppose Gov. Smith be- 
cause of his views on Volstcadism., whether 
it would not be better for their own inter- 
ests to have in the White House a Demo- 
erat who keeps the faith of his party. A

CHARLES D. COMFORT, 
VETERAN OF 98, DIES 


Colonel of Volunteers, 71, Was 
Former President of 
City Council. 


Charles D. Comfort, former pres- 


ident of the old City Council and a 
Spanish-American War veteran, 
died at Veterans’ Hospital No. 92, 
below Jefferson Barracks, yester- 
day afternoon, of cancer. He en- 
tered the hospital three weeks ago. 

Col. Comfert, who was 71 years 
old last Monday, was the son of 
James Hall Comfort, an attorney 
and trustee of Princeton Univer- 
sity. He was born in St. Louis, tne 
family residence at that time being 
at 1403 Qlive street. Educated ii 
the St. Louis public schools, he took 
an active interest in politics and 
became president of the City Coun- 
cil in 1886 when David R. Francis 
was Mayor. During this period he 
was also Colonel of the First Mis- 
souri Infantry, in which he had en 
listed as a young man. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war, Col. Comfort was 
commissioned Lieutenant-Colonel
